A dv ances in th e m a rk e t p rices of ra ilw a y 
secu rities which has occu rred in the last tw o 
y ears hav e been assu m ed to indicate t h a t the 
railroads 
gene rally 
a re enjoy ing

U nfortu nately , they are not. 
The 
increased p rice lev el of their secu rities is p ri­ 
marily cau sed by the u np re c e de nte d bu y ing of 
secu rities generally , a nd the p rices of railw ay 
secu rities hav e increased m u ch less, as a ru le, 
th an the p rices of indu strial secu rities. 


Measu red in relation to the inv estment in 
th eir p rop erty , the railroads of the cou ntry net­ 
ted m u ch less in 1927 th a n in 192(1. and so f a r 
in 1928 they hav e netted ev en less th a n in 1927. 


This decline in the rate of railw ay net e a r n­ 
ings strikes at the roots of ou r national p ros­ 
p erity . 
It mu st he checked if the railroads are 
to he m aintained in their fu ll v igor of u sefu l­ 
ness. 
General p rosp erity dep ends more than is 
sometimes realized u p on the serv ice the rail­ 
roads p erform, the emp loy ment th e y p rov ide, 
the p u rchases they m a k e and the re tu rns they 
y ield to their owners. 


W h e n railw ay ea rning s decline, the continu ­ 
ance of good s e n ice is e nda ng ere d. 
Railway 
m ana g e m e nts are forced to redu ce p ay rolls and 
p u rchases. 
O p e ra ting and m aintenanc e ex ­ 
p enditu res are cu t dow n, and im p rov em ents are 
cu rtailed if not discontinu ed a lto g e th e r. 
Div ­ 
idends are redu ced or wip ed ou t. 
Tho resu lt is 
qu ickly felt in ev ery indu stry and ev ery home. 


On the other hand, when th eir earnings are 
a de qu a te , the railroads are able to mainta n 
their p rop erties at a high degree of efficiency , 
ca rry on necessary imp rov ements, emp loy the 
m ax im u m am ou nt of labor, m ake liberal p u r ­ 
chases of e qu ip m ent and other su p p lies and re ­ 
w a rd their ow ners in a m anner th a t e nc ou r­ 
ages the flow of nee ded cap ital railw ay bu si­ 
ness. 
The resu lt is a qu ickening of indu stry and 
t ra de throu ghou t the- cou ntrv .

T w o influ ences hav e cau sed th e recent de ­ 
cline in railway net earnings in the face of rig­ 
orou s economy on the p art of railw ay m a na g e ­ 
ments.
